History of 1917 B 


“Tt was September 15, 1913, when a motley crowd of pig-tailed misses — 
(Yes, we were all ‘‘Miss” and ‘‘ Master” then) and small boys stepped into 
the ‘Halls of Knowledge” under, the title of Freshmen. How important we all 
felt! But very few weeks had passed before we realized that “ Freshies’’ were not 
considered anything remarkable by the rest of the school. 

And how huge the High School building seemed to us! New wings had been 
added during the summer and the system of numbering class-rooms had been 
changed, so that Freshmen were not the only ones who were distractedly rushing 
about in search of their proper places. The teachers were constantly appealed to 
until finally in desperation, diagrams were posted in different parts of the build- 
ings where they were generally surrounded by questioning multitudes. 
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One day in December we all quietly (?) filed into the new hall for the dedi- 
cation exercises. They were most appropriate and we all felt very proud of our 
large assembly room. 

The first Somerville High School Orchestra Concert in the history of the 
school occurred May 29, 1914, and was a great success. Enterprising Freshmen 
were well represented among the violinists, drummers, cornetists, etc. 

A certain day came and passed and lo, we were Sophomores! Heads were 
thrown back, chests began to swell, and we soon acquired the noted ‘‘Soph”’ 
strut. Yes, we were Sophomores in every sense of the word. 

Early in the fall we organized as a class and became a part of that most 
earnest body known as ‘‘The Student Council.’”’ After nomination papers had 
been wildly circulated and the required number of Sophomores waylaid, we 
elected as our dignified officers:

Class meetings were indeed scarce that year; we never held one. 

Our class team, however, made a very notable athletic record. They played 
the Freshman, the Junior, and the Senior teams and were victorious in every game. 
For these strenuous labors and others, they received their numerals, and closed 
the year with a banquet. After that the ‘‘Sophs”’ felt that they were ‘he class. 

Another graduating class departed and we became Juniors and upper class- 
men. Arthur Gorham was again elected our honored president; but this time 
Merritt Farren was vice-president, John Vaupel, secretary, and Edward Clark, 
treasurer. 

Soon the Juniors were seen proudly wearing a small, round, gray pin with the 
numerals 17 on it. These were the Recognition Pins which our class, so remark- 
able in originality, had introduced into the school, an innovation which the other 
classes rapidly followed. 

On February 16, we held an animated class meeting at which President 
Gorham presided (with the support of the piano). After heated discussion the 
class voted to hold an entertainment, reception and dance on March 17. At the 
same time the committee to draw up a constitution and to decide on a class 
flower, was elected as follows: Dorothy Dooling, Leon Wilson, Mildred 
Steere, and Harry Moore. The committee to plan for and preside at the function 
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was composed of Dorothy Haskell, Ambrose Ford, Winnifred Kenney, James 
Sawyer, Louise Wyman, and Merritt Farren. 


The first 1917 B class event, long looked forward to by us, was successfully 
held on March 17, in High School Hall. At this time a Greek play called “The 
Twins” was presented, in which Arthur Gorham and Max Robson, as the twins, 
were loyally supported by an all-Junior cast. After the players had been vigorous- 
ly applauded, a social hour with dancing was enjoyed by all. 

On May 29, the classes gathered in the hall to observe Memorial Day exer- 
cises, as well as to do honor to a fellow-classmate, Edward Derby, the winner of 
the memorial prize essay, ‘‘True Patriotism,” for which he was awarded a gold 
medal. 

Another dignified and solemn(?) class meeting, and a Junior Night Com- 
mittee, to plan for our banquet and dance, was elected; Arthur Gorham, Merritt 
Farren, John Vaupel, Edward Clark, Ambrose Ford, Dorothy Haskell, Harold 
Kolb, Dorothea Shay, Albert Kiley, and Mildred Steere. On June 8, 1916, the 
banquet and dance was held, and was very well supported by the members of the 
class. Mr. and Mrs. John A. Avery and several members of the faculty, formed 
the receiving line. President Gorham gave us all a hearty welcome and then — we 
began to eat. By the time we had our stomachs filled with good things, and had 
our menu cards well filled with autographs, we scrambled upstairs to enjoy the 
entertainment. The programme was as follows:

Then social dancing — and we all went home at half-past eleven. 


1917B certainly promised well for Originality, Progressiveness, Liveliness 
and Achievement. 

An unusually lengthy vacation and October 2 found us all (almost all) 
back at dear old S. H.S. At last, we had become grave and dignified Seniors! 
But in name only, it was to be feared, for the faculty seemed to find us almost 
as happy-go-lucky and troublesome as when we were Freshmen. 

On October 24, the Seniors, to the envy of the other classes, were allowed 
to omit the sixth period and go down to the Bell School polling-booth to cast 
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their votes for the class officers. The suffragettes in the class had a chance to 
vote that day at least. Those elected were :—

The new officers buckled right down to work and called a class meeting in 
which it was decided to have the four class officers, together with Edith Foster 
and Thomas Wallace, plan for a dance to be held in December. On the night of 
December 15, the loyal members of 1917 B ploughed their way through a raging 
snowstorm to the High School Hall to attend the Character Party and Dance. 
After the grand march, in which many beautiful and grotesque costumes were dis- 
played, the judges gave their decision. Emma Parks as “Statue of Liberty,” 
and Paul Guilderson dressed in woman’s apparel, were awarded the prizes for 
having the most original costumes at the dance. Social dancing followed and the 
party was voted by all a great success. 

Other meetings followed in which we talked over the project of having a 
Year Book. The class elected managers of the Book, chose Champlain as class 
photographer, and voted to eliminate some of the customary social affairs con- 
nected with graduation and simply have Senior Night — Graduation — Diplomas. 
Then good-bye to dear old Alma Mater and the Class of 1917 joined the vast 
Army of the Alumni. 

A few of us were fortunate, during our Freshman year, in having Mr. Charles 
T. Murray as a teacher and friend. He was a man greatly beloved and respected 
by all. On April first he passed away, but the memory of his skill as a teacher 
and his kind helpfulness will long remain in the minds of his pupils. 

A second time during our high school course Death called a member of our 
faculty. Mr. S. Henry Hadley, for forty-six years the faithful musical director 
of the high school, died on February 2, 1915. Mr. Hadley accomplished a great 
work among the students, for he taught them to appreciate the best in music. 

Four happy years the Class of 1917 B has spent in the Somerville High 
School. We trust that the years to follow may be years of such greater attain- 
ment that we shall recall with gratitude the strong foundation that our Somerville 
Alma Mater helped us to build.” 

As Harold finished that closing sentence we all heartily agreed that we were 
indeed proud to have been members of the glorious Class of 1917 B.

much elated by their own importance, climbed Central Hill and honored 

Somerville High School with their presence for the first time. There 
they were to remain for four long years and to change gradually from that happy 
state of oblivion to which Freshmen alone can attain, ‘‘ Knowing not and knowing 
not that they know not”’, to exalted Seniors endowed with a superlative degree 
of knowledge which inspires awe in the wondering soul of every ‘‘new”’ little 
girl and boy. 

As Freshmen we were not, for the first six months, allowed to organize; but 
being Freshmen, neither did we realize that we were slighted and scorned by 
our Superiors, but went our happy-go-lucky way, stumbling along the path of 
learning and continuing to think ourselves the only class in school. On Class 
Day, however, we were formally recognized, and one of our number, David Hill, 
was chosen to lead the class in marching and cheering, and also to receive our 
present class colors, orange and black, from the graduating class of 1914.

Although the policy of the school forbade any startling festivities on the part 
of ‘‘Freshies’’, we enjoyed ourselves in our own way, holding several class meet- 
ings of no importance whatever, talking over what we would do if we only had 
the chance. 

Upon entering our Sophomore year, however, we eagerly shouldered our 
new responsibilities, and endeavored to learn what was expected of us. This 
year we kept our Freshman officers and although not achieving marked success 
along social lines as a class, our various divisions devised popular entertainments 
in the girls’ gymnasium. The General Division organized a Sport Club with 
Miss Low as general ‘“‘guide, philosopher and friend,’ and conducted a number 
of dances, skating parties and picnics, winning the reputation of the liveliest 
division of our class, although the Technology Boys and Normal Girls followed 
suit with several very enjoyable dances. 

The College group, however, scorning such childish and simple amusements, 
organized their English class with Miss Low’s assistance, electing Egan and 
Miss Lynch as first chairman and secretary, and Sullivan and Miss Furlong as 
second. Here Egan won fame for his quiet (?) ties and ‘‘Sully’”’ a lasting repu- 
tation for speeches, as he was willing (?) to serve on any and all occasions. 
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Then we advanced one step further and became upper classmen. Our 
Junior election which took place early in the year resulted as follows:—

For our Junior banquet and dance we elected the following committee of arrange- 
ments:— Edith Schill, Eva Wallace, Margaret Taylor, Parke D. Appel, William 
Bennett, Lawrence Codding. 

A reception was held early in the evening, after which a bountiful dinner 
was served to which the large number present did ample justice. President Shea 
addressed us, welcoming all, and commending us for our hearty cooperation; 
also he claimed a number of ‘‘S”’ men for our class. This was certainly justifiable, 
for we were represented on the football eleven by the following:— Keating, 
Conlon, Young, Sullivan, Shea. 

After the banquet an entertainment was given by members of the class. 
Dancing followed until 12.00 p.m. 

A dance was also held at the Fitzedward Bungalow on Saturday evening, 
January 12, 1917, with Miss Low and Mr. Pearson acting as chaperons. 

In January, 1917, we entered upon our last year, and we are determined to 
make it one long to be remembered by the school and our own class. Two thrill- 
ing events at the beginning of the year we shall never forget. Crowley donned 
his ‘“‘long pants’’, and has since insisted upon being known as Mister Crowley, 
signing all important (?) papers thus. ‘‘Cupid’’ Conlon also arrived unex- 
pectedly in our midst, having come through all the storm and stress of the three 
preceding years with that ineradicable smile, secure in the conviction that 
‘Everybody loves him.”’ 

So far, our activities have been confined to a sleigh party which was held 
on Wednesday evening, February 27. The party went to Lexington Inn where 
luncheon was served and dancing followed. The evening ended with cheers 
and class songs. 

Our class has been broken up. however, by the fact that February graduations 
have passed quietly out of existence, leaving us the choice of graduating in June 
1917 or 1918, or risking receiving our diplomas in February, 1918. Naturally, 
our class is divided, but contrary to the old adage, we have not fallen, although 
no longer united.

HE first Student Council of the Somerville High School was formed in 1914, 
with Earl Cushing, president of the class of 1915 A, as its president. 

It was started by Mr. Avery and Mr. Hatch, the latter until recently 

a member of our faculty. They had been trying to find some means by which 

the student body of the school could be represented in matters pertaining to their 

interest. As a result the officers of the various classes were called together, for 

it was thought these members could represent the student body to the best 

advantage. After a few meetings, Mr. Avery decided that an appropriate name 
for this committee would be the “Student Council”’. 

This Council is intended to represent the student body in all affairs con- 
cerning both faculty and pupils. It serves also as a means by which the students 
may propose new projects to the faculty. It aims to cooperate with the faculty 
in increasing school enthusiasm for better work and for better discipline. It 
aims to encourage interest in athletics and in other school activities. 

The entertainments and the recent dances which have been given by the 
Council show how deeply the members are interested in the social welfare of 
the school. 

Much good work has been accomplished by past Student Councils. They 
have given afternoon entertainments, as all the students know, but a large 
majority of the pupils do not associate many other undertakings with the Student 
Council. For instance, the Council has tried to encourage keeping the school 
building and grounds neat and attractive, and for that purpose had placed in each 
room a printed “‘clean-up”’ poster. They have given the proceeds of their 
entertainments to help athletic activities, such as tennis, hockey, and so forth, 
and to help in the support of the Radiator. 

While Thomas Scanlon was president of the Student Council, the filing rules 
were discussed and changed, and although the system adopted did not prove 
entirely satisfactory, the Council may receive part of the credit for starting the 
matter. 

The Student Council of 1917 has been a busy one, a great amount of credit 
being due to its lively president, Harry L. Moore, 1917 B. 

This Council has had charge of two very successful afternoon dances, and 
has given one entertainment which was very successful. Of the proceeds of the 
dances, fifty dollars was given to the Athletic Association, ten dollars to the 
Glee Clubs; the proceeds of the entertainment went to the Radiator. This Council 
had published the first Student Council number of the Radiator, the cover of which 
was designed by Harold Kolb, one of its members. 

The past presidents have been Earle Cushing, ’15 A; Clayton Ellis, ’15 B; 
Carl Newton, '16 A; Thomas Scanlon, ’16 B; and John Grimmons, ’17 A. 

The officers of the 1917 Council are Harry Moore, ’17 B, president; Wilda 
Chipman, ’17 B, secretary; Ruth Boothby, ’19 A, treasurer.

N the year 1914, about the time of the goldenrod and the yellowing corn, 
four hundred and twenty-three atoms of humanity termed ‘‘Freshmen”’ 
wended their timid way through the doors of the Somerville High School.

WILLIAM BALDWIN, '19 B 
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Class History 1920 B 


NE bright, sunny May day in 1917, a distinguished visitor wished to 
inspect the high school of our city. He had heard so much about the 
Somerville High School that he had been possessed with a desire to find 

out for himself what we were doing. I had been assigned as his escort through 
the building. After visiting the Seniors, dignified to the extreme, the Juniors, 
happy and easy-going, and the Sophomores, staid and business-like, we finally 
came to a room on the first floor. 

‘Why, surely, we are not still in the high school?” said my companion. 
“Haven't we skipped to the kindergarten ?”’ 

Poor children! how little they realized how insignificant they looked. 

‘““Yes,’’ I said, ““I admit they are rather young in appearance, but you see, 
these are the Freshmen. But, my dear sir, I don’t want you to think that because 
they are young and childish 1n appearance that they really aren’t doing anything 
in the Somerville High School. This particular room, in January, won the prize 
for physical training. One of the pupils is giving an account of what was done 
this year. Shall we listen?”’ 

This is what we heard :— 

“At the beginning of the school year, 1916-1917, physical training was 
introduced in the Somerville High School, as an experiment, which has indeed 
worked well and has met with great enthusiasm on the parts of both pupils and 
teachers. To make this subject more interesting, competitions between the 
various groups were arranged. In the first trial all of the groups were judged 
and out of them all, the six having the highest average were to compete in the 
semi-final round. In the semi-final round the two boys’ groups and the two girls’ 
groups having the highest average were picked for the final competition, out of 
which one group was chosen as the winner of the entire competition. 

“In the first competition the Freshman girls’ group from this room won, 
of which we are justly proud, and the Sophomore boys’ group from the third 
floor corridor.” 

“Very interesting indeed,’ my companion said, ‘“‘and I am very glad to 
see that the Freshmen are so energetic.”’ 

‘Energetic in many ways,”’ said I, emphasizing the words, ‘‘as shown by a 
basketball game. The captain of the girls’ basketball team, Madeline DeWitt, 
is in this room and I am sure she will be glad to tell us what they have done 
this year.” 
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The captain gave us willingly the following account :— 

“The basketball team is another credit to the Freshman class. This year 
was the first year that basketball has been played in the Somerville High School. 
Many girls came out when Coach Ray, of the Sargent School, gave the call. 
The following girls played in the game: Ruth Cutler, Helen Northrup, and 
Bertha Gorsun as forwards; guards, Lillian Pierce, Evelyn McGillivray, Ruth 
Newman, and Elizabeth Ray; side center, Lena Rodrick, Eleanor Carr, and 
Grace Haley; jumping center, Alice Lyden and Madeline DeWitt (captain). 

“These girls made a good showing when they beat the Juniors with the score 
12 to 8. The Sophomores won from the Seniors and this necessitated a game to 
decide the championship of the school. The game was played in the Y.M.C.A. 
gymnasium between the Sophomore and Freshman teams. Good spirit and hard 
playing featured. The Freshmen had met worthy rivals this time and had to 
submit to a defeat. The ‘bitterness of defeat’ was sweetened by the manner 
in which the girls rallied during the last three minutes. In this time Ruth Cutler 
made three successive goals. In the midst of the excitement the whistle blew 
and it was all over but the cheering. The Sophomores won 24 to 16.” 

The next room we entered had the appearance of a courtroom, but upon 
inquiring, we learned that this room was a town called Civicton and a town 
meeting was being held. A moderator and a town clerk had been elected and 
Civicton was supposed to have the same conditions as Somerville, so the bills 
were based on that city. The pupils were contemplating changing from a town 
to a city and electing a Board of Aldermen, with the former moderator as presi- 
dent of the board. Five committees were to be chosen, with a chairman at the 
head of each, and the committee meetings held after school. 

“Good! The discussion and passing of bills must be both instructive and 
interesting,” replied the visitor. “I must confess that I was mistaken in my 
views about the Freshmen when I started to investigate.” 

“T am glad that I have been able to prove to you that Freshmen are pro- 
gressive,’ I said mischieviously. 

“T admit my defeat,’’ continued my companion. ‘You surely have the 
promise of a great future ‘f all Freshman classes prove as progressive as the 
one I have just visited.” 

Could anybody wish for greater praise?

EBATING in the Somerville High School has passed beyond the elemen- 
1) tary stage; it has secured a firm foothold, and is about to rise to its 
proper status in school life as the time rapidly approaches when it will 

be recognized by all at its true value. 

The time has passed (if it ever existed) when students could say that debaters 
were ‘“‘grinds’’; that they were fellows who took up debating because they could 
not or would not take interest in, and ‘‘back”’ the other interests of the school, 
that they were fellows who did not take an interest in the social as well as the 
business side of school life. 

That time has passed, as is shown by the fact that the members of the last 
three championship teams were all members of at least one of the other organiza- 
tions of the school, were taking the hardest courses, and had the very best excuses 
for not debating, on the ground that they were “too busy’’. In proof of this 
I would state that on the three championship teams were three Student Council 
presidents, three presidents of the Senior class, eight class officers, a football 
captain and another player, two maximum credit and eight credit pupils, a 
Senior Class editor, and a business manager of the Radiator. 

Now, stop and think a moment! Why was it that these students with all 
their other interests and studies, made a place for debating, an elective, in their 
high school curriculum? 

The value of debating does not lie solely in the glory of winning a school 
debate, nor in any of the immediate results obtained. These are pleasing and 
interesting, but only important in so far as they are stepping-stones to greater 
and more lasting ends to be obtained in the future. 

It has been frequently stated that the man who can think straight, who can 
formulate his ideas, and then say what he means, is the one that wins. This 
ability does not apply to debating alone. Debating merely furnishes the means, 
the training, which enables a man to think and speak clearly and logically, and 
to do this not only when he is addressing an audience or a group of friends, but 
to do it every day, year in and year out, and with each and every individual 
with whom he comes in contact. 

This is the true value of debating, but, as is too often the case, the substantial, 
lasting value is frequently forgotten in desire for the immediate glory of victory.

Somerville commenced practice in the early part of the year even before the 
school opened. When the day of reckoning came Coach Dickerman and Captain 
Keating had the team picked and ready for the first battle. We opened with 
Fitchburg Normal and easily defeated them, 20 to 0. Four games followed and 
Somerville was not once scored upon. Somerville’s work attracted unlimited 
attention from the Boston papers. Coach Dickerman was highly enthusiastic 
over the work of his men. Captain Keating was just the man to lead his team to 
victory. His determination to win was a wonderful example for the players. 
Louis Smith, quarterback, formerly of St. John’s, showed very good judgment 
in his choice of plays and almost supernatural wisdom in his choice of the man 
to carry the pigskin. His quick, snappy action kept the team on edge every 
moment. Herbert Treat was a mountain of strength at center, doing the work 
of a couple of men on the defensive and snapping the pigskin back to Smith in 
veteran fashion. Young and Sherman showed great ability in guarding the ends. 
Young was noticeably good on tackles and invariably stopped the opposing 
man in his tracks. His tackling in the Rindge game won the great admiration 
of the onlookers. Young and Smith were unequalled in handling forward passes. 
Ford and Reardon could always be counted upon when most needed, both having 
an opening ready for the backs to plunge through. Thornton deserved much 
credit. His reckless line-plunging was a big factor in all games. He had a natural 
instinct for finding openings to glide through. Thornton and Coyne formed a 
great machine for mass playing. Had not Thornton injured his knee early in 
the second half of the season, he would have had many field goals to his credit. 

Summarizing the entire season, it may easily be said that Somerville has 
gained the title of Champions of the East and West. The outlook for 1917 is 
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just as promising, and with such another interesting schedule as Manager Currie 
has arranged there should be great enthusiasm and success next year.
